Roofs and Windows Shattered, Trees 
Denuded, Electric Systems Demor­ 
alized, and a Number of Persons 
Badly Hurt By the M issiles—Cost 
of Storm Cannot Be Estimated 


Topeka, Kas., June 25.—Topeka was 
bombarded 
by a violent 
hailstorm 
Thursday evening, and looks like a city 
that had withstood a siege of war 
guns. 
Roofs and windows are cave?! in. 
sidewalks are reduced to splinters, and 
lr. every quarter of the capital the 
ground is thickly covered with broken 
shingles, limbs of trees and shattered 
glass. 
There are not a dozen houses in the 
entire town that boast a full set of win­ 
dows or a whole roof.. Following the 
hail. which tore away the shelter, rain 
poured into the unprotected buildings, 
doing great damage to the contents. 
The hailstones ranged in size from 
that of a hen’s egg to a foot in cir­ 
cumference. Thirty minutes after the 
storm had passed a hailstone was pick­ 
ed up that measured fourteen irches 
around. The clouds opened their bat­ 
teries, and for fifteen minutes poured 
a ceaseless volley of ice, which simply 
shattered everything, even piercing the 
roofs of the street cars, knocking down 
horses and men unfortunate enough to 
be caught out of shelter.

wounds of the victims. 
While no 
deaths have b°en reported, many per­ 
se ns were badly hurt, and the country 
districts have yet to be heard from. 
The storm came at 6:30 o’clock with 
such rapidity that there was little time 
for those outside to seek 
shelter. 
Horses, maddened by the pain and 
fright, ran away, and many persons 
were injured in this manner. At the 
Santa Fe depot six teams ran away at 
one time, the horses stumbling and 
dashing about in an attempt to escape 
the pitiless storm. 
Wires were beaten down and it is 
feared when communication 
is 
re­ 
opened with the country districts re­ 
ports of fatalities will be frequent. 
The electric systems of the city were 
demoralized 
and 
street car traffic is 
suspended. Great damage was done to 
the police and fire alarm wires, and 
telephone wir?s were battered to the 
ground. Corrugated iron roofs were 
beaten in as if they had been so much 
paper. 
The damage cannot be estimated, but 
It will reach far into the thousands.

“ I have positive assurance from 
Gov. Scofield th at the state will not 
interfere with the t ff ort of the State 
Agricultural society to hold a state 
fair this fall,* said Secretary T. J 
Fleming to a Milwaukee Sentinel re­ 
porter. 
“ S. D. Hubbard, of Mondovi, 
the president of the society, and my - 
self, called on the governor a few 
days ago, and in the conversation th at 
ensued, he gave as the assurance th at 
there was no Intention on the part cf 
the state officials to interfere with the 
holding of the fair. 
This being the 
fact it can be taken aa an assured 
thing th at the fair will be held, and 
the preparations are being pushed for 
it. 
We have just completed the ar­ 
rangem ents to get out the premium 
list, which had been somewhat de­ 
layed, b at it will be sent oat now and 
the other things necessary to be done 
to push the preparations will receive 
prompt attention, aud the fair will be­ 
gin to assume tangible shape within a 
•hort time. 
“ I cannot say anything about the 
receivership proceedings, as I know no 
more about th at subject than the rest 
of the public. 
I do not, however, ap­ 
prehend th a t they will interfere with 
the noldiog of 
the fair though they 
are carried through and a receiver ap­ 
pointed.’'

The 
governor said th a t even if a b md was 
filed, there was no certainty of a fair 
being beld, as the m atter would then 
be in the hands of the court.

A large D auber of cattle are suffer­ 
ing from this disease, and it is quickly 
communicated from one animal to an­ 
other. 
A g reat many people get the 
disease from drinking the milk of the 
infected cattle. 
If the diseased cattle 
could be killed the danger to the pub­ 
lic would be greatly lessened. 
The 
greatest danger from the milk of the 
infented cattle is to children. 
The fie&h of the deseased cattle, un­ 
less the malady is far advanced, is 
is suitable for food, and 
the b:astf 
known to be suffering coaid be killed 
and the carcases sold. 
The owners of 
infected cattle possibly can be persuad­ 
ed to adopt this course. 
It would be 
for th er benefit a6 wall as for the bene­ 
fit of the public. 
The tubercnline test readily indi­ 
cates w hether a cow is infected, te d 
the herds of any locality can ba tested 
easily and the diseased cows picked 
out. Of course h ?rc are many ann ui­ 
ties la the way o# thin course, bul we 
hope th a t the m ajority of the farmers 
and dairymen will see th a t it is to 
their advantage to weed out the infdtt- 
ed cau l? from their herds.

heavy rain falls. 
These storms have 
been followed by cool weather aud 
cloudy days, that w&6 most needed 
for the rooting of the late set plants. 
A good deal of hand setting followed 
the recent rains and the macames have 
baen kept very busy in the fields since. 
The plants have thus had a cha ce to 
take root quickly, while the late rains 
have started them along nicely. The cut 
worms which are doing quite a good 
deal of damage during the dry weath­ 
er have ceased their ravages 
since 
the advent of the rains. 
By the close 
of this ween it is quite probable that 
close onto 75 per cent of the intended 
acreage will have 
been 
set in the 
fields and 
much of it well started 
growing. 
The date of planting is not 
as early as last year bul will average 
with that of ten 
seasons past and 
under 
ordinary conditions is 
early 
enough to secure the ripening of the 
crop at the proper time. 
It is not the 
very earliest or 
the very 
latest set 
d elis that 
generally give 
the best 
results. 
The Edgerton Reporter says 
the 97 crop is therefore being put out 
under much more favorable conditions 
than was anticipated. 
Leaf Trade 
Dull. 
In cured leaf there is no business in 
the Edgerton market to speak of, The 
Reporter continues, but now that the 
tariff matter seems to be settled, deal­ 
ers are hopeful th&t trade w ill gradu­ 
ally shift Lack to r»s old channels. 
The weather of the week has been 
exactly suited for the getting out of 
the new crop, and the g rowers are 
everywhere working long hours 
Fre­ 
quent heavy rains have come timely to 
start along the newly set fields in fine 
shape. 
Planting has progressed so 
rapidly that by the close of t .is week 
theogreat bulk of 
the crop will be 
standing in the fields and looking very 
promising. 
It is seldom that growers 
have been favored with so suitable 
weather for getting out their crop 
than the week just closing. 
Some 
complaint from cut worms are made 
and many fields plan ed during the 
scorching days of last week have hid 
to be re set. 
The present outlook for 
the new crop is very decidedly favor­ 
able. 
The shipments out of storage 
at this p .'int reach a total of 500 cases 
or about ten carloads fur the week.
